Raids on Southeast Coast.

WITH AL SMITHS 
PROMISE OF AID 


Samuel Seabury Declares 
for G. O. P. Nominee— 
Farm Conference at Col- 
orado Springs Today. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
July 31 (AP).—Wendell L. Willkie, 
is “greatly pleased” by the prom- 
ise of Alfred E. Smith, the Demo- 
cratic standard bearer in 1928, to 
campaign actively in his behalf. 

Smith and Samuel Seabury, for- 
mer investigator of New York 
City’s government, both declared 


for the Republican presidential 
nominee late yesterday. 

Willkie told reporters he 
spent most of yesterday working on 
Republican organization problems 
and that he would meet Saturday 
with Chairman Joe Martin of the 
Republican National Committee, 
John Hamilton, the committee’s 
executive director, and other party 
leaders. 

Co-ordination of the various Will- 
kie-for-President groups that have 
pledged support is being undertak- 
en, Willkie said. 

A conference on farm problems 
swith Gov. Payne Ratner and other 
Kansas Republicans was on Will- 
kie’s calendar for today. 

Willkie’s Remarks on Smith. 

“I am greatly pleased that one 
of Gov. Smith’s public standing and 
reputation should support me,” 
Willkie said after learning of 
Smith’s declaration. 

He referred to President Roose- 
velt’s recent comment that some 
prominent Democrats who had of- 
fered their support to Willkie 
thought more of money than hu- 
manity, and remarked: 

“T hope that is not said of Gov. 
Smith. The man started from the 
sidewalks of New York. He was 
a great liberal Governor of New 
York. 

“As a matter of fact, his liberal

Seabury, a former Associate Jus-

chaos which has paralyzed and de- 
moralized industry.”

Willkie chuckled when he read 
in a newspaper column by Mrs.

In connection with the political 
activities question, registrants must 


disclose the nature of their du- 

ties compensation received and 

the names of the organizations. 

If they have worked for any for- 

eign government, they must show 
the nature of employment. 
Club Memberships. 

Aliens also will be asked to say 


in what clubs, organizations or so- 
cieties, whether in this country or 
abroad, they hold memberships or 
have been active at any time dur- 
ing the last five years and in what 
“activities” they have been or in- 
tend to be engaged. 

The third question of a group 
which officials described as “search- 
ing” requires a description of any 
arrest, indictment or conviction 
The aliens need not describe minor! 
traffic law violations, however. 

They must also disclose any 
previous military service, list their 
professional names, aliases or nick- 
names if any, describe their usual 
occupation and their present one 
and name their employer. 

Harrison said in a statement that

Many Forms 
Of Ringworm, 
Says Doctor

HENEVER the bare feet come 
W.. contact with the flooring 
of a shower bath, or the 
platform around a swimming pool, 
or the springboard by river or 


ocean, there is the possibility of 
picking up a small vegetable fun- 
gus invisible to the eye, which 
lives to feed on moist human skin. 
It causes the commonest of Ameri- 
can skin diseases—a breaking qut 
in the form of little blisters, which 
itch intensely and become in- 
flamed on scratching. This being 
the bare feet and swimming sea- 
son they are particularly likely to 


occur just now. When the skin 
gets wet it gives an additional 
invitation to ringworm invasion— 


commonly called athliete’s foot. 
Get at it early with prompt treat- 
ment -and you will save yourself a 
lot of trouble. If it develops into 
a chronic case, successful treatment 
is very difficult. The fungus will 
attack skin on any part of the 


body and may easily invade the 
hand, ‘get under the fingernails 
from scratching and be carried 


to any part of the.body. A com- 
plication occurs when the blisters 
get infected and this requires 
special treatment. 

When you have a fresh eruption 
the blisters should be broken, using 
a fine needle that has been dipped 
in tincture of iodine and the entire 
surface painted with mild tincture 
of iodine (U. S. P.). The eruption 
is especially likely to appear be- 
tween the toes, and in boy’s schools 
is called toe rot. If the idoine 
does not clear it up apply Whit- 
field’s ointment, obtainable at any 
druggists, for a few nights. 


Prevention of reinfection is im- 
portant. Stockings should be 
changed daily. Disinfection of 


shoes may be done by inserting a 
piece of blotting paper on which 
has been. poured a teaspoonful of 
Formaldehyde solution, wrap them 
up for 24 hours and theft give them 
a good airing. 
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WHEN INFECTION has occurred 
and pus forms the part should be 
treated with gauze soaked in 1 to 
1000 bichloride of mercury solution, 
and then dried and ammoniated 
mercury ointment applied. After 
the acute inflammation has sub- 
sided the part should be treated 
with mild tincture of iodine and 
Whitfield’s ointment. 


There are many different forms 
of ringworm, some ef them being 
killed by one germicide, some by 
another. Hence the number of 
remedies that have been suggested 
at one time or another are legion. 
The fungi are great sensitizers of 
the skin and in the chronic form 
this makes the application of 
strong olntments difficult. The use 
of a powder called Quinsana, made 
up of Hydroxyl-qunoline, sodium 
borate, sodium perborate and boric 
acid has been followed with good 
results. It may be powdered on 
the parts, between the toes, on the 
groin if crossed infection has oc- 
curred there (dhobic itch), on the 
toenails and fingernails.

The old-fashioned notion that 


you must stuff yourself daily with 
meat and potatoes and pie has 
done great harm. Now we learn 
that we can get along nicely with- 
out any meat at all, that we 
should eat much of our vegetables 
and fruit raw, and that it is ac- 
tually good for us to take only 
liquid food for an entire day once 
in a while. 

If you are very fatigued, or feel 


sort of “dragged out’”’ with the 
heat, eat lightly. Drink your. 
meals. Vegetable juices, fruit 


juices, milk, clear vegetable broths. 
Whenever you feel hungry, drink 
one of these. In fact, one famous 
nutritionist suggests that we take 
an eight-ounce glass of liquid nour- 
ishment each hour if we are very 
hungry. If we are not hungry, then 
a glass every two hours is suffi- 
cient to get along on. It is sur- 
prising how well one can rest after 
a “liquid diet” for a day. We are 
advised that we would benefit by 
such a day in every 10. 

Even though you have no de- 


1eed to reduce, a _ liquid 

your body a rest. Of 
course the amount of liquid food 
you take depends entirely upon 
what you must do during the day. 

If your duties are light, you can 
drink nothing but citrus fruit 
juice such as lemon juice, orange 
juice, lime juice, unsweetened 
pineapple juice and fresh grape- 
fruit juice. If the pangs of hun- 
ger get too great, you are allowed 
a handful of raisins, There are 
sufficient vitamins in such a pro- 
gram to keep you alert. 

Here is an odd program which 
you might follow for beauty: 

One day every 10 live on noth- 
ing but fruit juices. 

Have meat only one day a week. 

Do not smoke or drink intoxi- 
cating liquors, or coffee. 

Drink raw milk, or herb teas. 

Eat fruit and vegetable salads 
at lunchtime, and have at least 
one pint of citrus fruit juice for 
breakfast. 

Drink 12 glasses of water a day. 

Calisthenics every morning and 
night. 

Take plenty of fresh air 
cold showers (if you can), 

Eat a normal dinner of vege- 
tables: whole grain muffins, and 
fruit or dessert. Take any vege- 
table or fruit soup.

Welsh Rabbit 


By Edith M. Barber 


éé Y husband likes Welsh 
 ravnit once in a while for 
supper. I have tried sev- 
eral recipes, but have not found 
one which he thinks is first rate. 
They tend to be stringy. By the 
way which is correct—rabbit or 
rarebit?” 

Both terms are used for this cheese 
dish. Success is largely a matter of 
the texture of the cheese which is 
used as a basis. It should be soft 
and crumbly. If you see any oil 


which has separated from the cheese 


itself you are not likely to have a 
smooth rabbit. 

The typical rabbit is made with 
cheese, butter, seasonings and beer. 
The cheese? is flaked or shredded 
with a fork, the seasonings are 
mixed with the melted butter and 
then the cheese is added and melt- 
ed over a fire. The beer is stirred 
in slowly and the amount will de- 
pend upon the texture of the 
cheese. Instead of beer, condensed 
tomato soup may be used. Anoth- 
er type of rabbit is made with a 
white sauce basis. This will al- 
ways be smooth but the flavor will 
not be the same as when beer is 
used. 

A chafing dish at the table is 
often used in the preparation of 
this dish. Hot toast or crackers 
should be placed on the plates be- 
fore the rabbit is poured over them. 

WELSH RABBIT WITH BEER. 

One pound American cheese; one 
tablespoon butter; two teaspoons 
salt; two teaspoons dry mustard; 
one teaspoon paprika; one-half bot- 
tle beer (about). 

Shred cheese. Melt butter, stir 
in seasonings, add cheese and stir 
over a low fire until melted. Stir 
in beer gradually, stirring over fire 
until mixture is-smooth. Pour at 
once over hot toast. 


WELSH RABBIT. 

One tablespoon butter; one tea- 
spoon cornstarch or two teaspoons 
flour; one-fourth teaspoon mustard; 
one-fourth teaspoon § salt; few 
grains cayenne; one-half cup milk; 
one-half cup soft cheese, cut in 
small pieces. 

Melt butter, stir in cornstarch or 
flour and seasonings, and mix well 
and cook two minutes. Add milk 
and stir over a low heat until 
thick.

MOSCOW—Capital of Soviet Rus- 
Sia. 

Attention, radio commontators and 
news analysts. The “—cow” of 
Moscow is not a gentle bossy; it 
neither gives milk nor chéws a cud. 
The commonly heard “MOS-kow,” 
rhyming the second syllable with 
how, now, cow, is incorrect accord- 
ing to the best authorities. 

The proper Russian spelling and 
pronounciation of the name of the 
Soviet’s capital city are: MOSKVA, 
pronounced; “MAHS-kvah.” Mos- 
cow is the Anglicized form current 
in England and the United States. 

(Note. Russia is never “ROOSH- 
uh” or “RUSH-ee-uh.” The An- 
glicized name has but two syllables: 
the first is exactly like the word 
rush: “RUSH-uh.” In the U. S. 8. 
R. the country is known as ROS- 
SIYA, pronounced “rah-SEE-yah.”) 

The “—cow” of Moscow should 
rhyme with doe, hoe, toe.

MAHS-koe.
